vincing proof is the fact that an offi- 
cial in the attorney general's office 
has said so. 


The manner in which the confes- 


sion was obtained was as follows: 
After her arrest, broken and nervous, 
the Le «Neve woman clung to Captain 
Kendall as her only solace. He has 
been' kind "to her on the voyage and 
she trusted' him. While sitting in 
her cabin, once more attired in wom- 
an's 
clothing, she confided to the 


captain What she knew of the case. 
He turned his Information over to In- 
spector Dew in confidence. Dfew in- 
structed one of the daughters of Mrs. 
Phillips, the matron of the jail, to 
approach Miss Le Neve and, without 
making any piomises of help or free- 
dom, to attempt to gain further in- 
formation. 
She was successful, and 


the 
information she gleaned 
was 


used by Dew to play on Crippen's 
weary mind. 


He finally, after hours of interview- 


ing and questioning, broke down. He 
claims he did not intend to commit 
murder. 
He and his wife had been 


fighting and bickering. 
He strangled 


h£r to make her keep quiet. 
She 


fainted and later died. Fearing the 
consequences, he made^ all haste to 
cover up his deed. 
This story is 


vouched forxby a government official 
and is the general topic of conversa- 
tion al the Chateau Fontenac and thb 
Garrison clnb. The fact that Crippen 
is more closely guarded than ever 
points to the fact that ho has con- 
fessed.

roads so that they were almost im- 
passable. 
After the rain had stopped 


however, the men pushed on and fin- 
ally reached a hill this side of Baltic. 
The rain had made the yellow clay on 
the hill like a glass mountain and 
•when the car started down the wheels 
slid from side to side 
and 
finally 


pitched off the road into a fence cor- 
ner where it stood on the verge of 
toppling over on its side. Mr. Tver- 
dahl jumped out and placed his hand 
on the side of the car and held it 
there until Summers secured a fence 
rail and proped the car up. 


The services of a man passing by 


•with a team of horses were secured 
and with the help of the horses the 
machine was pulled to the road and 
the automobiliats resumed their journ- 
ey. 
After reaching Baltic at about 


5:30 that morning the men transacted 
their business and returned home.
